“I started swimming and 
made very little progress,” Mr. 
Dalton said. He was yelling for 
help, and could see people on the 
beach, but no one came out. 

It took him about 20 minutes 
to get the woman to shore, he 
said, then he went back for the 
husband and brought him in. 
Ms. Dalton gave the man mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation for 15 
minutes, but to no avail. He was 
dead. The woman was in inten- 
sive care for a few days, but is 
now home, Mr. Dalton said. 

The victims were a couple 
from Washington state. Their 
children flew in the day after the 
accident and thanked the Dal- 
tons for their help.

Imagine eating one meal a day, a meal 
consisting only of rice and water. For a 
majority of the world this is a daily reality. 
More than 35,000 children die each day from 
starvation and disease. In fact, the standard 
of living in towns such as Andover is 
enjoyed by only 10 percent of the world. 

These statistics are all acaording to 
Danielle Teves. And these statistics prompt- 
ed Ms. Teves and Robin Detterman, student 
representatives of the Community Service 
Program at Andover High School, to sponsor 
Hunger Week '96, Feb. 26 - March 1, in an 
attempt to increase awareness about world 
hunger. 

The effort is also to raise money for Heifer 
Project International, an organization based 
on the belief that “When hungry people have 
the means to feed themselves, they will not 
go hungry again,” according to a Heifer Pro- 
ject publication. Heifer Project has provided 
food, income-producing animals and train 
ing to over 1 million families in 110 countries 
since 1944. 

Community Service Program members 
involved in Hunger Week '96 hope to raise 
$5,000 dollars to purchase a Gift Ark through 
the Heifer Project. The Gift Ark consists of 
more than 15 types of animals that will help 
30 families become healthy and self-suffi- 
cient. The Heifer Project has an agreement 
with the families they service.

Safe-banking program 
guards vs. exploitation 


More than 140 member institutions 
of the Massachusetts Bankers Associa- 
tion have joined in a new program to 
reduce the rising incidence of financial 
abuse of the elderly. 

While banks have traditionally been 
on the alert for suspicious account 
activity that might indicate such 
abuse, they often lacked the adminis- 
trative tools necessary to intervene on 
a customer’s behalf. 


Now, thanks to a partnership includ- 
ing the Massachusetts Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs, the attorney general, 
the Executive Office of Consumer 
Affairs banking division, and the Mass. 
Bankers Assoc., a model program to 
guard against financial exploitation 
has been put in place. 

Under the new program, bank staff 
will be trained in how to spot warning 
signs of financial scams and abuse, 
while reporting procedures and liaison 
with the appropriate authorities will 
be clarified and strengthened. 

Mass. Bankers Assoc. Executive 


Vice President Kevin F. Kiley hailed 
the program as a reinforcement of the 
role banks have long played in helping 
to guard the financial well-being of 
elders and a valuable step in strength- 
ening protection for their older cus- 
tomers. 

“As a significant part of the popula- 
tion grows older and more elders are 
living on their own, the possibility of 
financial exploitation increases,” Mr. 
Kiley said. “Fortunately, it still is the 
exception rather than the rule, but the 
consequences of financial abuse can be 
so devastating that we are very pleased 


to have this added tool in helping to 
prevent it.” 

The Mass. Bankers Assoc. is provid- 
ing participating institutions with a 
new consumer brochure entitled “It’s 
Your Future: Protect Your Savings” to 
increase awareness among bank cus- 
tomers of the serious problem of finan- 
cial exploitation.

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Annual 24-hour Relay Challenge is coming around again

S many as 50 teams will be cir- 
Aine around Eugene V. Lovely 

Field on June 8 and 9. Some will 
walk, some will run, some will skip, 
crawl and perhaps even juggle their 
way around the mile long track. What 
is this? It’s Andover’s third annual 24 
Hour Relay Challenge. 

Teams of 10 will take turns circling 
the mile-long track continuously for 24 
hours. Each team will have to get spon- 
sors and will have to raise a minimum 
of $510 to be eligible 

Andover High School students 
Tamar Carroll, Jeff Scaia and Diana 
Liberty are the event directors this 
year. In addition to the relay, they 
promise to provide food, live enter- 
tainment, volleyball, frisbee, movies 
and a medical tent in case of emergen- 
cies. 

Awards will be given out to the vari- 
ous teams and their members.

The 24 Hour Relay Challenge is 
fund-raising project. Its proceeds sup-

This year a por- 
tion of the money will go to the 
Andover Buddy Corps, a branch of the 
Greater Lawrence Big Brother Big Sis- 
ter Program in which high school stu- 
dents are matched up with “at risk” 
elementary school children. 

Another part of the money will go to 
Fields Across Andover, a program ded- 
icated to improving the athletic fields 
being created in the coming year at the 
high school complex.

Committee is Seite to complete the 
Andover High School construction pro- 
ject. If this money is not approved, 
building committee members have 
said they will have to slash the furni- 
ture and equipment and the technology 
budgets. 

A decision on the schools operating 
budget will also play a major role in 
the technology initiative’s future. 

If the schools have to cut the super- 
intendent’s recommended budget to 
meet the town manager’s budget, offi- 
cials will consider cuts that could seri- 
ously reduce or completely eliminate 
money for staff and curriculum devel- 
opment relating to technology. Cuts to 
technology would be just part of more 
than $1.2 million in cuts.

“I think it’s unfair to say the tech- 
nology initiative will not be impacted if 
we are unable” to fund other programs, 
said Mr. Birnbach. “Technology’s 
important, however there are other 
programs that are just as important, 
such as the language arts program. 
Technology shouldn’t be preserved if it 
means. we have to sacrifice other 


important efforts in the town.” 

But Mr. Birnbach said the initiative 
will continue no matter how much 
money the schools have in their coffers 
to fund it. 

“I think if the money’s going to be 
more difficult to come by, the impetus 
will be on the school leaders to be more 
creative in looking at how we can train 


teachers in some of the technology 
areas by tapping the resources we have 
in the community,” said Mr. Birnbach. 

He said he’s been talking with 
Andover people who are willing to give 
their time, and he is putting together a 
pool of people who will voluntarily 
teach technology skills to the staff. 

“That’s a really important point. 
Given these challenging economic 
times, we have to get creative. It’s very 
easy to open you wallet and spend the 
money,” he said. “We’re probably not 
going to have money to do everything, 
just as in our regular lives.” 

Dick Neal, superintendent of 
schools, says nothing has been cut 
from the technology program since it 
was approved during the 1994 April 
Town Meeting.

“not even close,” Mr. Emery 
said the family’s actions 
inspired him to spearhead 
this effort. 

“It was the way his son 
stepped down,” said Mr. 
Emery. “He just basically 
said, ‘If you can’t accept and 
love all people then I don’t 
want to be a part of this.’ For 
an 8-year-old kid to say this, 
it was like, ‘Wow!”” 

The national Unitarian 
Universalist Association has 
supported such efforts, 
resolving that it express to 
the scouts its disapproval of 
their anti-gay policy. Other 
organizations, such as the 
United Way have acted. 

“There have been a few 
United Ways across the 
country that have chosen” to 
rethink their funding of the 
Boy Scouts, said Peg Robert, 
policies director for the Unit- 
ed Way in Lawrence. “It has 
not been an issue with this 
United Way to date.” 

Mr. Emery and other gay- 
rights supporters plan to 


kick off their letter-writing 
campaign with a meeting 
tonight, Thursday. 

“We don’t want a form let- 
ter that people just sign at 
the bottom. It’s not personal 
enough,” said Mr. Emery. 
“We really want to come 
across that it’s not the Boy 
Scouts of America we're 
against. It’s the policy. As far 
as saying no to drugs and 
working together, they can 
teach a lot of good values.” 

The Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca has a national position 
statement that says the Con- 
stitution defends its right to 
determine the qualifications 
of its members and leaders. 

It reads, in part, “We 
believe that homosexual con- 
duct is inconsistent with the 
requirements in the scout 
oath that a scout be morally 
straight and in the scout law 
that a scout be clean in word 
and deed, and that homosexu- 
als do not provide a desirable 
role model for scouts. Because 
of these beliefs, the Boy 
Scouts of America does not

“I just tried to represent the 
organization, but at the same 
time I wanted to be as kind and 
inclusive of Donald and his son 
as I could be,” said Mr. Brown. 
His leaving “made me sad, but I 
thought it was a very honorable 
decision.” 

Mr. Brown said he did not 
know the issue had gone any fur- 
ther until he was contacted by 
this newspaper. 


Mr. Emery also admits the 
effort has been more involved 
than he originally thought it 
would be. He has consulted with 
the state commission on discrim- 
ination and is receiving legal 
advice from Gay and Lesbian 
Advocates and Defenders 
(GLAD) in Boston. 

“It’s not a new thing but 
what’s surprising is it’s the first 
time it’s ever been brought up or 
challenged in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts,” said Mr. Emery. 

“We really don’t want this to 
turn into negative publicity,” he 
said. “Our main mission is 
focussing on Massachusetts. If 
we could set a precedent here 
then other states could pick up 
the ball.” 

Although he wants to avoid a 
court battle, Mr. Emery said he

would use any means necessary 
to try to change the policy for 
this state. 

Mr. Emery said, “It’s really 
our (Locke Street) congregation 
that’s heading this thing up and 
really taking a stand against the 
hypocrisy and discriminatory 
policies they have.” 

While members of other 
churches are backing Mr. Emery 
and Donald in their efforts, they 
are careful about what they say 
because of the controversial 
nature of this issue. 

Virginia Tyler, director of lay 
ministries at Christ Church, and 
Lionel McGeehee, Christ Church 
curate, are two who support this 
effort, but they want it made 
clear they’re doing so as individ- 
uals and not as representatives 
of their church. 

Ms. Tyler said the Boy Scout 
policy “implies judgments about 
homosexual people that are both 
ignorant and based in fear.” 

“We aren’t looking to say, 
‘Bad Boy Scouts. Bad, bad, bad!’ 
But what we want to do is a little 
education,” she said. 

“If he pursues this, Ill support 
him personally,” said Mr. 
McGeehee. 

“IT want to be real careful 
about this. I was a Boy Scout and 
fully support most of the things 
that they do,” he continued. “But 
at the same time this is an injus- 
tice. To be as blatant about this 
(as they are in their policy) is 
rabid injustice.” 

This issue was brought up at 
the last meeting of the Andover 
Clergy Association and may be 
discussed at its next monthly 
meeting, in March, said Ms. 
Tyler.

Pat Picard, of Glenwood Road, saved 
the life of a complete stranger simply 
by donating 5 percent of her bone mar- 
row for a transplant. 

“It doesn’t take a lot of time, and it’s 
so easy,” said Ms. Picard. 

Ms. Picard, a registered nurse and 
mother of two, donated marrow anony- 
mously to a 34-year old leukemia vic- 
tim last month. 

She decided to apply to be a donor 
four years ago along with her husband, 
Jeffrey, after witnessing a non-blood 
relative and then a friend go through 
the ordeal of trying to find a marrow 
match. Last fall, Ms. Picard was found 
to have a match in the national reg- 
istry. An interview, blood test, physi- 
cal and blood donation followed. She 
was then “worked up right away,” and 
proceeded with the marrow donation. 

Despite the procedure being easy, 
there is a great need for bone marrow 
donors, she said. 

Every year, 9,000 people are struck 
with potentially fatal blood diseases such 
as leukemia, aplastic anemia and 
Hodgkin’s disease. When conventional 
treatments such as chemotherapy and 
radiation fail, victims are forced to resort 
to their last hope - a marrow transplant. 

Unfortunately, 70 percent of patients 
needing transplants cannot find a 
donor in their family. These patients 
must play a mortal game of chance 
where the odds of finding a compatible 
donor can range anywhere from one in 
20,000 to one in a million. 

“It’s like the lottery,” said Lisa 
Petrillo-Desrochers, recruitment man- 
ager at the HLA Registry Foundation. 
HLA stands for Human Leukocyte 


Antigens, the genetic information 
encoded on white blood cells that must 
match with that of the prospective 
recipient to be an eligible donor. The 
HLA’s purpose, according to Ms. Petril- 
lo-Desrochers, is to increase blood-dis- 
eased patients’ chances of finding a 
match by recruiting possible donors 
throughout the country. 

On Tuesday March 5, the HLA will 
hold a drive in Methuen, where Ms. 
Petrillo-Desrochers hopes to recruit 
10,000 people into the national registry 
and possibly improve the odds of sav- 
ing many lives. 

“The whole experience at HLA was 
great. They're very supportive at the 
organization,” said Ms. Picard. In addi- 
tional to the procedure being relatively 
simple, the pain was minimal, she said. 
“You're a little sore for a few weeks, 
but you get pain medication.” 

According to Ms. _ Petrillo- 
Desrochers, 5 percent of a donor’s bone 
marrow is taken out in the procedure. 
Marrow is a jelly-like substance found 
in the body’s hollow bones. It produces 
white blood cells, the main agents of 
the body’s immune system. The anes- 
thesia is the only real risk to people 
donating bone marrow, she said, and 
the procedure doesn’t take much time. 

“It’s a minor inconvenience when 
you're saving someone’s life,” said Ms. 
Picard. “You never know when it’s 
going to happen to someone you love.” 

The HLA’s policy is to keep the 
donors and recipients anonymous, but 
Ms. Picard said she should receive an 
update on the woman she helped in the 
next few days. She believes the trans- 
plant was successful though, because 
she has received no news. “And no

‘Slash and burn’ 
approach threatens 
schools budget 


Editor, Townsman: 

The political rhetoric once again 
promoting another round of budgetary 
cuts in the school operating budget 
bears uncanny resemblances to an 
agricultural practice that environmen- 
talists contend holds grave conse- 
quences for the future of our planet. 
Just as the “slash and burn” method of 
preparing land for agricultural produc- 
tion systematically robs the soil of 
essential nutrients and exposes it to 
the relentless forces of erosion, so slash 
and burn economics reduce the range 
and quality of educational services pro- 
vided and stunt the ability to innovate 
and to grow in a techno-socio-economic 
dynamic environment. 

The once fertile budgetary substrate 
from which emanated materials, ser- 
vices, courses and training has, over 
the past decade, undergone such seri- 
ous financial depletion that we stand 
on the verge of obsolescence and the 
inability to deliver a quality education. 
On the basic operating level, there are 
no longer monies for attendance at con- 
ferences, necessary and ancillary mate- 
rials, and we may uncaringly witness 
the removal of yet another art (home 
economics at the middle level) in addi- 
tion to no new staff hirings and an 
increase in the average number of stu- 
dents enrolled per class, which already 
loomed high. 

The desolate operational landscape 
that encroaches upon the very essence 
of our educational system here is not a 
new phenomenon. In the past, the 
Andover school system kept its 
renowned reputation intact as it 
weathered the erosion that bit deep 
into school operations. This was 
accomplished via the steadfast and 
tenacious efforts of school staff, par- 
ents and students. These human 
resources, even under duress, have 
painstakingly orchestrated excellent 
returns on often meager investments. 

However, to reduce further the nec- 
essary funding to maintain even status

Don’t cut arts 


Editor, Townsman: 
It is unjust and regrettable 


that the music program is 
once again being targeted for 
a possible cut to solve a bud- 
getary constraint. The arts 
are the first to be targeted for 
cuts in Andover and other 
towns. Even in the excellent 
movie Mr. Holland’s Opus, 
showing in theaters across 
the country, the music pro- 
gram is cut. It demoralizes 
music teachers, music stu- 
dents, parents of music stu- 
dents and creates a poor 
view of the value of music 
culture in society. 

Music in education 
deserves to be treated equal 
with all academic subjects. 
Recent research as presented 
in the article “Your Child’s 
Brain” in the Feb. 19, 1996, 
issue of Newsweek bears this 
out. Children given piano 
lessons and singing in a cho- 
rus at the age of 3 were better 
puzzle solvers than others 
after eight months. These 
skills later translated into 
complex math and engineer- 
ing skills. In ancient history, 
Plato said that music “is a 
more potent instrument than 
any other for education.” 
Last October researchers in 
Germany reported that 
young string-players up to 


the age of 10 develop special 
areas in the cortex of their 
brain necessary for the fin- 
gering skills. This type of 
brain development ceases 
after age 10. One concludes 
that the period of education 
from birth through elemen- 
tary school is the most 
important for learning and 
developing skills and music 
is an exceptional tool for 
developing complex 
mathematical and spatial 
thinking processes. 

If the current cut proposal 
is realized, two full-time 
music teachers will go. As a 
result, the beginning group 
music lessons provided in 
grades, 3, 4 and 5 and many 
student music performance 
organizations will go as well. 
If all students must pay for 
lessons after school, it will 
financially deprive some stu- 
dents of the opportunity to 
develop excellence in skills 
on a musical instrument. 
The direct payment aspect is 
contrary to public education 
philosophy. Transportation 
logistics and cost would be 
an additional problem. One 
instrumental-music person 
will be left to service the pre- 
sent 22 music ensembles, an 
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impossible feat. Thirteen 
ensembles alone, that I know 
of, are present on the elemen- 
tary level. With lessons as a 
feeder program gone and an 
indirectly taught and exclu- 
Sive lesson program, existing 
ensembles must become 
musically weaker. The 
salaries to pay the two teach- 
ers total $90,000, a pittance 
compared to the destruction 
the cut will wreak. 

Quality of education is the 
foundation upon which a 
town and culture are built.

Census mailed 


The annual town census 
for 1996 was mailed to resi- 
dents at the beginning of Jan- 
uary. Randy Hanson, town 
clerk, reports a 73-percent 
return on the census to date. 

The census form will 
indicate if a resident is a reg- 
istered voter in the town and 


the party designation. Resi- 


dents may not register to 
vote or change party desig- 
nation on the form, but those 
who are not registered vot- 
ers may request mail-in vot- 
er registration forms On 
their census. 

An accurate count of all 
residents is important to the 
town for several reasons, 
according to Ms. Hanson. 
For example, the current 
population count is the basis 
for allocation of state and 
federal funds. Also, the only 
way the town clerk can veri- 
fy residency is through the 
town census. This is impor- 
tant for school enrollment, 
the voting list and the main- 
tenance of statistics.

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The 4C’s: The key to buying
